Last Friday night a cloud burst in 
the valley of Big Creek. Adair county, 
almost destroyed the town of Grady- 
ville. Several whole families being 
wiped out. Ex-S*.nator Nell lost his 
home and all his furaily, five in num. 
ber. Seuator Nell would have perisii- 
ed also but for the fact that he was 
away visiting a pal lent .being a phy- 
sician. 

All day long Sunday daring workers 
burrowed among the dr'ft piles In 
search of the five bodies which re- 
main unfound. The search lasted In- 
to the night, and stjrrow-slricken pa- 
rents and kinfolk were compelled by 
darkness to give up the search until 
another sun, work beginning early 
next morning, in an attack on the 
drifts. 

The .desolation of the little hamlet 
is complete. While half the dwell- 
ings remain, and one general store, 
all other business enterprises were 
completely wiped out, aitd nne-teulh 
of the total population was drowned. 
There has never been anytliing like a 
high singe of water before in Big 
creek, and never has even the cellar 
of a house been Inundated. The dis- 
aster came In an hour, was gone in 
an hour, leaving desolallon. bt-reave- 
ment and poverty in its wake. 

Considered comparatively, the 
Johnstown flood was not nearly so 
destructive as was the cloudburst In 
the little spur of the Green river 
knobs. 

The heavy rains which preceded the 
cloudburst and flood began on Friday 
evening about 8 o'clock. The rain 
continued unabated until lU o'clock, 
when the cloudburst occurred, causing 
a score of deaths and Comparatively 
wrecking thirteen buildings.

Fire has always b**cn thf- worst ^n- 
emy of the forest. In mauy cases the 
risk of fire Is .so gre;it after lumbering 
thut land owners have not tried any 
system of conserva'ive logging, but 
have instead cut the forest clean In 
the t>elief mat young timber would be 
burned, if left, before it could nt- 
lUin sufficient growth for a second 
crop. This is almost the rule in the 
heavy forests of the Pacific coast, 
where fires have been so prevalent 
I hat htey have come to the regarded 
us a necessary evil. \ single fire 
among young trees may not always 
kill them.but it will check their growth 
and 1 hey will he very susceptible to in- 
sect attacks and fungous diseases. Re- 
curring fires, however, at last destroy 
the whole forest stand, and then chap- 
arral takes possession. On cut-over 
lands there is usually a great accum- 
ulation of debris, and this encourages 
fire, so that one of the first steps in 
fire protection is some provision for 
the removal of debris. 

In 1904 the forest service. In co- 
operation with the state of California, 
made a thorough study of forest con- 
ditions and their relation to fire on 
the tract of tbe McCloud River Lum- 
ber Company In Siskiyou county. Cal. 

The chief object of this study was 
to devise some practical system of 
forest protection. The results, which 
are now published in circular 79 of th 
forest service, show that (1) by prop- 
er care and the execution of certain 
measurers it is possible to decrease 
or even to eliminate, the dang**r from 
forest fires, (2) that such protec-tlve 
m**asur*-8 may be carried out at a 
reasonable cost, and (3) that the re- 
sults in most cases will fully justify 
the necessary exitendltures. 

The plan adopted, which alms to pre 
vent fires from starting by means of 
patrol along carefully laid-uut routes, 
was executed so successlully that it 
nas since been extended to all the 
holdings of the company. Telephone and 
tool stations have been established, 
and broad fire lines on which the t lash 
was burned have been run through 
cut-over land. The cost of all this was 
about 2 cents per acre per annum. 

The details of this plan, accom- 
panied by a description of the tract 
and the forest types, and an estimate 
of cut-over lands protected from fire 
are given In the circular which is en- 
litk-d “The Control of Forest Fires at 
.McCloud, Cal.” This publication will 
be sent free upon application to the 
forester. United States department of 
agriculture, Washington, D. C.

St. Louis, Mo., June 12.— Rev. Gusta- 
vus A. Hoffmann, who Is being sued 
by the Bible College of Missouri for 
16,000, for subscription to said school, 
announces that he would take the dep 
ositions of J. W. McGarvfy, president 
of the Bible College of the Kentucky 
University at Lexington; J. W. Lord, 
editor of (he Christian Standard, of 
Cincinnati; F. W. Crablett president 
of Bethany College. West Vlrglnla.and 
D. R. Duiigan, president of the Bible 
College at Drake Itnlverslty, Des 
Moines, Iowa. 

Many other noted Bibb teachers 
will be called us witnesses by Hoff- 
mann, who will try to show (hat Hie 
Bible Co'lege of Missnuri is in league 
with the University of Ciilcugo, which 
Hofunann denominated as a hotbed of 
Infidelity. 

All of these witnesses are said to 
have implicit faith in the s'ory (hat 
the whale swallowed Jonah anil it is 
expected that they will repudiate the 
Bible College of Mlsfourl on account 
of its teachings.

Attorney John F. Merryman, who Is 
representing Hoffmann, admits that he 
will be somewhat at a disadvantage 
in proving (hat Jonah was actually 
swallowed by the sea monster, as the 
eye-witnesses to the event have long 
since died, and hearsay testimony is 
bard to get in a legal record. -
